Vital 
statistics: Grows as long as 100 feet and weighs as much as ISO tons—that’s equal to 
the weight of 2,000 people. Snacks: Eats as much as 2 tons of small shrimplike animals 
called krill every day. A blue whale has 55 to 118 throat grooves from its chin to its 
stomach. These spread out like a fan for gulping food. Unique features: Its small 

dorsal (back) fin, which is only 12 to 14 
inches high. Current head count: 
4,000 to 6,000. 








SPERM WHALE 

The whale of it: It has a big, square head—one-third of the 
animal’s body length—that contains a case full of a waxy-oily 
substance called spermaceti, which helps keep it upright. 
Vital statistics: Grows as long as 60 feet and weighs about 
40 tons. Snacks: Eats squid, barracuda and sharks, 
munching with teeth that weigh 2 pounds each. Fishermen 
^ used to carve miniature scenes on teeth from slaughtered 
sperm whales; the result was called scrimshaw. 

Unique features: Its schnozz! A sperm whale’s 
| nose is the biggest on the planet. Current head 
count: Less than one million. 











HUMPBACK WHALE 

The whale of it: Humpbacks are the Boyz II Men of the underwater 
world: They sing, sing, sing! Actually, they make chirps, moans and 
belching sounds. They’re black on top and white on the bottom. Vital 
statistics: Grows up to 50 feet and weighs about a ton per foot. 

Snacks: Eats krill and small fish. The humpback has a 
pleated throat that expands when it feeds. Unique 
features: Its ultracool, ultralong flippers, often as 
long as a third of its body length. Current head 
A count: 10,000. 


NARWHAL 


"fr It’s called a sea unicorn because the male’s left tooth 

grows through the upper lip into an 8-foot-long ivory 
tusk! (All narwhals have two teeth, but females don’t 
develop the tusk.) The narwhal (left) has dark-gray or 
black spots on its dolphinlike body. Vital statistics: 
Grows up to 15 feet long, not including its tusk, and weighs just under 2 
tons.

Quarter pipe: 
one half of a 
miniramp, minus the 
flat bottom. Used 
for many of the 
same tricks as a 
miniramp, but tricks 
are executed at a 
much higher speed. 
Flat or high wall: 
a slightly banked 
wall 6 to 10 feet 
high that you can 
get up without much 
loss of speed.

S warms of 
meteoroids 
are racing 
toward Earth, 
and there’s nothing 
we can do—except lie back and 
enjoy the show. 

This year, the Delta Aquarid 

meteor shower will light up the sky 
with shooting stars on July 28. The 
Perseid meteor shower will arrive 
a few weeks later, peaking on August 
( II. But you’ll have to stay up late— 
j viewing is best after midnight, when 
! you may see up to 60 shooting stars 
every hour. 

These are two of the biggest 
meteor showers that show up 
regularly every year. The shooting 
stars, or IlIGtGOrS (see Space Rocks 
on page 50), that you’ll see are actually 
little rocky bits of a passing comet. 
When Earth’s orbit crosses a comet’s 
orbit, all these 
fragments 
hurtle 
toward our 
atmosphere. 

There, they 
burn up 
instantly and 
turn into dust, 
sometimes 
! leaving a white 


trail, called a train. That’s what you 
can see—if only for an instant. 

And these meteors move fast 
StGVG Edberg, an astronomer at 
the Jet Propulsion Laboratory in 
Pasadena, California, says the Perseid 
meteors are some of the fastest in the 
universe. “They’ll be coming in at 
about 60 kilometers per second,” he 
says. That’s about seven times faster 
than the space shuttle can go. 

These summer dates are the best 
times to see meteors in action, but 
you can probably see a couple of 
shooting stars on any clear night. 
That’s because about 100 million 
meteors enter our atmosphere each 
day. Our solar system is littered with 
leftover bits of planets and moons, as 
well as all kinds of man-made space 
junk, like satellite and rocket parts. 
Whenever any of these pieces hit our 
atmosphere, you’ve got a meteor. 

But when 
a comet 
swings by, 
you’ve 
got a 

meteor 
shower. 

And that 
means major 
shooting-star 
action.

a similar situation. “First, we would 
want to examine the object from a 
spacecraft,” he said. “We’d try to 
figure out what it’s made of.” 

Then what? “Our spacecraft would 

leave a transponder on the object 

so we could track its movements 
exactly,” said Levy. 

A transponder is a 
beacon that would 
send its radio signals 
back to Earth. 

If it turned out the object was 
headed for a collision with Earth, 
we’d have to give the doomsday 
rock a little nudge to get it moving in 
another direction. That might have 
to be done with a rocket or a bomb. 

Don’t sweat—only one person is 
known to have been hit by a meteorite. 

Ann Hewlett Hodges was hit by 

a 3-pounder in 1954 while sitting in 
her living room. She got a bruise on 
her leg—and her picture in the paper. 


This year, researchers discovered 
that a 40-pound meteorite found in 
Africa was actually a Chunk Of 
, Mars. When something 
humongous—maybe a comet on a 
collision course—crashed into the red 
planet three million years ago, the 
chunk was blasted free and into space. 

Eventually, it smashed into Africa. 

Last summer, a comet named 

Shoemaker-Levy 9 slammed 

into Jupiter at 130,000 miles an hour, 
creating dust clouds as large as the 
planet Earth. You can still see those 
clouds through a backyard telescope. 

Could this happen to our planet? 

Some scientists think it already 
has, millions of years ago. According 
to their theories, a huge comet 
crashed into Earth and wiped out 
all the dinosaurs.
